She was a deep admirer of Mrs 
Chiang-Kai-Shek—the power be- 
hind the power that rules China 
the Chinese beauty with her iron 
will and fiery ideals.

had followed the events in the 
New China that was being built. 


Miss Wang had visions of a new 
d stupendous democratic state 
She saw, in the aggression of 
Japan, an intolerable attack on all 


that is decent in human en- 
aeavour. 
There was more than a national- 


istic feeling in her emotion at that 
time, An ideal was being attacked. 
A good growth was being rooted 
up by swine. 

She did not content herself with 


talk, nor even with making col- 
lections for “Suffering China.” 
She plunged straight into the 


combat 


OU may have seen, 

e within the last week or 

two, a picture of Chinese 
women marching. . 

Girls, no higher than your 
shoulder, small-boned and slender, 
go swinging up the line with slung 
rifles. There is an air of business- 
like calm about them. 

That is something Miss Wang 
helped to inspire. 

Out of her small, round, deli- 
cately chiselled mouth there came 
strong words. 

She said: “Women are strong 
enough to work as hard as men 
for their homes and children: then 
they are strong enough to strike a 
blow for them. If women are good 
enough to labour in the fields and 
factories with men, they are also 
good enough to fight shoulder-to- 
shoulder in the trenches with men 

“Do the Japanese spare us 
because we are women? No. If 
we have the right to die for China 
we have the right to fight for 
China! Fight to the death, 
sisters! ” 

Women began to come to her 
side—young, silent women who 
had suffered, and were coldly 
desperate with anger and hate.... 
peasant women, to whom years of 
back-breaking toil in the strug- 
gling fields had given a wolfish 
leanness and an indifference to 
death and pain; smooth-skinned 
women of good families; hip-sway- 
ing women from smoky cabarets. 


RESOURCEFUL IN 
TIME OF CRISIS 


ISS WANG formed a 

& little group. Her idea, 

at first, was to construct a 
kind of Army Medical Corps of 
stretcher -bearer women  hard- 
ened to battle and unconcerned 
with the sight of blood. 

But the Japanese, like the Ger- 
mans, had adopted a policy of 
‘ frightfulness." Miss  Wang's 
women became, as it were imper- 
ceptibly, soldiers. They demanded 
arms, insisted; got them. They 
got training in arms. 

They went into the battle-line. 
Their real, hitherto underesti- 
mated value became apparent to 


those in command. Swift, cool- 
headed nimble-fingered, they 
tended the wounded under fire. 
Some of them died 

The Japanese captured some, 


and, after having inflicted on them 


the most appalling indignities, 
bayoneted them.

The odds in their favour are 
the oddest thing about the Japs’ 
advance by sea and land, Always 
we hear. the same old story of 
battles lost because the enemy 
has an overwhelming superiority 
in the air and, sometimes, on the 
sea. 

Mr. Churchill has decided that 
a public “ inquest” on the Singa- 
pore disaster would do more 
harm than good. He has ad- 
mitted, somewhat surprisingly, 
that we lost most of our planes 
when they cet out to seek the 
enemy in the Bay of Bengal 

One is left wondering whether 
any secret session of Parliament 
will serve to redress the formid- 
able balance against us and 
whether, indeed, we can hope to 
save India itself except by the 
valiant effort of the Indian people, 
who seem determined to defend 
themselves in spite of the sad 
breakdown of our negotiations 
with them. 

But you may rest assured that 
Japan’s series of successes will 
not remain unbroken. She is 
operating already at an immense 
distance from hér main bases and, 
unless she heeds Russia's latest 
and plainest warning, she may 
at any time find herself taken in 
the rear by a new and deadly 
enemy. 

Whether that happens or not, 
Japan, left unaided, could not 
finally prevail against the com- 
bined strength of the United 
nations. She has the advantage 
of us today, but with every month 
that passes, British and American 
production will overtake her own. 

And the Americans are no more 
likely to forget Pearl. Harbour 
and Bataan than we are likely to 
forget Hong Kong and Singapore. 
The Japs have “got it coming to 
them,” and their dream of world 
dominion will not long outlast 
Hitler's impious vision of 
humanity under the Nazi yoke.

URIOUSLY enough, 
( Germany, which at first 


hailed every Japanese 
success with wild delight, is be- 
ginning now to watch her 


progress with scarcely concealed 
anxiety. 

The world, you see, has no room 
for two total dictators. Should 
the Axis triumph—which is un- 
thinkable—Tojo would dominate 
Asia and Hitler Europe. But the 
earth itself is too small for any 
such division, and a final clash 
between these two mighty robbers 
would be inevitable.
